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Verminous  Infestations 


A large  number  of  complaints  of  verminous 
premises  and  articles  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  C4aseous 
fumigation  by  the  use  of "Sulphur  Di-oxide  Candles",  insecticidal 
sprays  such  as  "Zaldicide",  "Solution  B"  etc,  and  at  times  the 
aid  of  a blow  lamp  vi/ere  employed  as  the  case  required. 

A raunber  of  Scabies  cases  and  other 
vci'i.nncus  conditions  were  given  hospital  treatment. 

Rodent  Infestations. 


In  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
Infestation  Division,  (who  also  provided  short  courses  of 
Instruction  for  the  Officers  of  Local  Authorities)  this 
work  was  greatly  developed.  A thorough  survey  of  the  district 
was  made,  and  the  necessary  operational  v/ork  put  in  hand^ 
together  \ilth  a scheme  for  the  treatment  of  the  Council’s 
sewers  etc.  In  June  of  the  year  Mr.  Gv;yn  Owen  was  appointed 
Assistant  Rodent  Officer  (whole  tiiiie)  to  assist  the  Sanitary

of  applicants  for  tenancies  of  Council  houses  becomes  still 
larger . 

The  setting  up  of  a Post  War  Reconstruction 
Convnittee  and  the  appointment  of  Mr.  A.  \/hlltle  A.F.A.S. 
as  Planning  Officer,  to  v/ork  in  conjunction  vmth  the  Council's 
Engine  or /Survey  or  and  isrchitcct  (Mr.  V/.  Edgar  Jones,  M.  Inst. 
B.  E)_  in  the  propara.tion  of  Housing  and  other  Schemes  for 
Social  nnenities , is  evidence  of  the  Council’s  live  interest 
and  intention  to  systematically  tackle  the  many  problems. 

The  Council’s  housing  prograjitimo  is  for  the 
ultimate  provision  of  2,000  new  houses,  x-^t  first  sight, 
this  may  appear  to  be  a very  ambitious  project,  but  it 
has  to  bo  appreciated  that  a.s  an  old  mining  town,  Tredegar 
possesses  a preponderance  of  worn  and  lovi/  standard  dwelli:gs, 
and  in  addition  to  the  rehousing  of  families  displa.ced  from 
unfit  habita.tions  and  Clearance  Area,  and  the  redevelopment 
of  such  sites,  the  very  urgent  needs  of:- 

(a)  Exservicemen  and  Women  and  their  families. 

(b)  Nevi/ly  manried  couples. 

(c)  Relief  of  families  living  under  ovcrcrovi/dod 
conditions  or  those  livirg  in  apartments. 

(d)  iiged  couples  and  single  persons  liviiTg  a,lone. 

have  also  to  bo  considered  and  met^ 

Meantime,  every  effort  was  made  throughout  the 
year  to  secure  the  carrying  out  of  essential  housii^  repairs 
and  the  remedy  of  staututory  nuisances,  found  to  exist. 

During  1944,  four  Certificates  were  issued  to 
tenants  under  the  Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  Restrictions 
Acts  1920  - 1938.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  district  v;as  f.ree 
throughout  the  year  from  Omallpox  and  Para- typhoid  Fever 0 
There  was  but  one  notified  case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  which 
recovered. 

The  one  case  of  Cerebro  Spina, 1- Fever  notified 
made  a good  recovery.  This  is  very  gratifying  especially  when  it 
it  is  remembered  that  during  the  earlier  vi/ar  years  a number  cf 
deaths  occurred  from  this  cause. 

The  incidence  of  Scarl.et  Fever  was  considerably 
higher  than  for  the  previc'is  year,  but  still  well  below  that 
for  the  Country  as  a wholes  The  cases  which  vi/ere  mainly  of  a 
mild  type,  occurred  sporadically  and  spread  over  the  whole 
year.  No  fatal  results  were  recorded. 

Although  the  notification  rate  of  Measles  and 
I'/hooping  Cough,  is  again  much  higher  than  that  given  for  the 
Country,  it  is,  for  Measles  less  than  one  third,  and  for 
\ihooping  Cough  nearly  half,  in  relation  to  the  rate  for  the 
district  during  previous  years It  is  highly  satisfactory 
that  there  was  nc  mortality  attributed  to  Measles,  though, 
unfortunately.  Whooping  Cough  was  responsible  for  the  death 
of  two  infants  (a  brother  and  sister)  aged  tvjo  years  and 
two  months  respectively) 

The  prevalence  of  Erysipelas  a.gain  show's  an 
increase  whilst  the  figures  for  notification  of  Pneumonie 
indicate  a decrease,  Ollier e was,  hovvcver,  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths  fron  Preumonia,  a total  of  9 (four  being 
infants  of  under  one  year) . 

It  is  very  pleasing  uo  be  able  to  report  that 
the  position  in  respect  to  Diphtheria  continues  to  oe 
encouraging,  both  as  regards  incidence  and  mortality,  the 
year's  figures  being  10  confirmed  cases  and  no  deaths. 

The  immunisation  campaign  against  Diphtheria 
continued  regularly  throughout  the  yearo  Sessions  for  this 
purpose  were  held  each  Priday  at  the.  Clinic  established  at 
the  Tredegar  Medical  Aid  Society's  Central  Svirgery,  periodical 
sessions  vi/ere  also  held  the  different  schools  of  the  Area 
and  the  veiy  ready  assistauice  given  by  both  headteachers  a..nd 
staff  in  this  direction  C£rinot  be  left  unmentionodc
